America. I would be sorry for any 
American soldier that falls into the 
hands of Ihe Germans, either the sol- 
diers or the people. That is because 
the newspapers talk always of the 
evil-doing of America—and the people 
believe what they read. 
They began 


hating America long ago, when they 
heard it was aiding England.' It is not 
France so much, but England and 
America that Germany hates." 


Sergeant 
Szadelski had been an 


American soldier for years before he 
met and married the little German 
woman, during a visit to Germany sev- 
eral years ago, but he left just before 
the war. This led to suspicions that 
ho was an American spy, and so when 
his wife wished to leave Germany last 
May she had an immense deal of red 
tape to untangle. For a month she 
had to go before the police each day; 
then she was summoned to Berlin. 
At the Danish border every scrap of 
paper but her passport was taken 
away, nnd in Copenhagen she was re- 
ceived coldly by the American lega- 
tion, because they would not believe 
that the wife of an American soldier 
would speak only German. After Cor- 
respondence with Secretary Lansing 
and others, the legation was finally 
convinced that she was not n spy, and 
she was permitted to sail for New 
York. She will leave in a few days 
with their three children for Hono- 
lulu.

of flour, four toaspooufuls of baking 
powder and a teaspoonful of salt, add 
the oatmeal, .one egg beaten light, and 
a half cupful of milk. Mix thorough- 
ly and bake in hot well-buttered iron 
gem pans for 25 minutes. 


Orange Jelly.—Cut two oranges and 


one lemon in quarters, then cut each 
quarter into thin slices, there will be a 
pint of fruit, over this pour three pints 
of water and let stand over night. The 
next day let it cook until the peel Is 
very tender, then drip through a jelly 
bag, 
pressing out all the juice. Add 


two and a half cupfuls of hot sugar 
and cook until a jelly is formed. This 
will make three glasses. Add the peel- 
ing to one and a half eupfuls of sugar 
and a fourth of a cupful of water, sim- 
mer until all the sugar is absorbed.

Interesting Sidelight on Work of Navy 
In Fighting U-Boat Peril—Many 
an Encounter With a Table 
Leg or a Swab Handle. 


?se\v York. —Leaves from the diary 
of the commander of a destroyer and 
sidelights on the thrills that come to 
the men aboard the vessels of the Unit­ 
ed 
States navy In 
the war zone 
were made public in a statement 
Issued by tho navy publicity bureau of 
31S West Thirty-ninth street. 
‘‘It Is stimulating from tho maze of 
convoy and submarine search work to 
untangle vivid threads of adventure,” 
tho statement said. “For the first half 
of a certain month a few points stand 
out for emphasis or visualization." 
They are these: 
“Enemy operations have been la rg e ­ 
ly In the southern part of our area. 
Calm weather and the moon have fa­ 
vored them. Merchant ships have as­ 
sembled thickly at the rendezvous, and 
the sight has been frequent of one 
destroyer- -often of the older type- * 
with four or five great vessels on her 
hands before others assigned have join­ 
ed tho escort. 
“Many rescues of crews have been 
successfully made. 
"In ‘behind the net,* however. It Is 
less easy to borrow tho lookout's eyes, 
set for the pin thrust of the distant 
periscope through the blue frets of the 


“Neither submarine nor destroyer 
had used gunfire.

Oatmeal Muffins.—Melt four table­ 
spoonfuls of butter in a cupful of 
warm, cooked oatmeal, sift together 
a fourth of a cupful of sugar, a cupful 
of flour, four teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and a teaspoonful of salt, add 
the oatmeal, one egg beaten light, and 
a half cupful of milk. Mix thorough­ 
ly and bake in hot well-buttered iron 
gem pans for 25 minutes. 
Orange Jelly.—Cut tw*o oranges and 
one lemon in quarters, then cut each 
quarter into thin slices, there will be a 
pint of fruit, over this pour three pints 
of wrater and let stand over night. The 
next day let it cook until the peel is 
very tender, then drip through a jelly 
bag, pressing out all the juice. Add 
twTo and a half cupfuls of hot sugar 
and cook until a jelly is formed. This 
will make three glasses. Add the peel­ 
ing to one and a half cupfuls of sugar 
and a fourth of a cupful of w\ater, sim­ 
mer until all the sugar is absorbed. 
Tills may be used for various puddings 
and as a garnish as w’ell as a flavor 
for cake.

beginning of the drives which pushed 
the Bulgaro-Germans back to 
the 


mountain known as 11111 No. 1212, this 
little Scotchwoman was carted to the 
base hospital with her whole right 
side, from the shoulder to the knee, a 
mass of torn flesh and shattered bone. 


Miss Flora Sands—for that is the 


name of this intrepid Scotswoman— 
began working in Serbia as a lied 
Cross nurse early in the war. 
Her 


sympathy became so aroused by the 
sufferings and heroism of the people 
that, when the hospital units were 
broken up during the great retreat of 
October and November, 3915, she so- 
licited and obtained permission to en- 
list as a private soldier in the rear 
guard that protected the retreating 
army. 
Before that army reached tne 


Adriatic she had won promotion. Be- 
come Sergeant Sands, she stood high 
in the regard of both 
officers 
and 


men of the crack regiment to which 
she still belongs. On the Macedonian 
front she went through the whole of 
the arduous and successful campaign 
that began on September 12.

of my pit in half a second, and run- 
ning as fast as rny legs would move.

Foreign Municipalities 


And Governments Add to 


Revenue With Side Lines 


There are foreign municipalities as 


well as foreign governments that do 
not think it beneath them to add to 
their revenues by "a side line or two." 


The city of Paris, for instance, in- 


creases its revenues by a few francs 
each year in the cultivation of a lit- 
tle state orchard in the Luxemburg 
gardens, and the same municipality 
also takes its share of the receipts of 
the Eiffel Tower. 


A curious revenue accrues to the 


city of Palermo, which makes commer- 
cial use of its snows from the moun- 
tains. 
The Sicilian snow is brought 


down at night In baskets and shipped 
to the neighboring towns, where it is 
sold for refrigerating purposes. 


The Greek government has a most 


profitable side line In its monopoly in 
playing cards, from which it derives a 
handsome income. 


The Russian government once un- 


dertook, to its profit, a deal in Junk. 
It was just after the Crimean war, 
when for months old iron, shot and 
shell were picked up around Scbasto- 
pol. 
A regular trade in this junk 


sprang up, thousands of tons being 
sold. Finally it struck the government 
that the idea was such a good one 
that it would take a hand itself. 
It 


thereupon intervened between buyers 
and sellers, imposing a tax of ten 
cents per hundredweight. 
It. was es- 


timated that the imperial government 
profited in this way to the extent of 
$80.000.

Time Needed to 


Fatten Poultry 


The question is often asked: How 


long does it take to fatten poultry 
jrrcporly? 


The time required to fatten chickens 


and other poultry for prime market 
finish depends largely upon what kinds 
of feeds are given and the, range of 
the birds Uurijig the fattening pericd. 
If the birds are allowed to run at 
large and range freely the fattening 
period is much longer, and in some 
cases with wide range the birds will 
never become in prime market condi- 
tion, no matter bow liberally fed. The 
reason for this is that the birds in 
walking and roaming over wide areas 
take too much exercise, and feed that 
under other conditions would go to 
form flesh and fat goes to furnish 
muscular energy, which is lost so far 
as fattening is concerned. 


In the case of turkeys, which are 


semiwild birds, a limited range for the 
birds is necessary, especially in early 
and late fall, when insects, wild seeds, 
green clover and grasses are still to be 
secured. 
Turkeys will grow and take 


on flesh as long as these wild feeds on 
(be open range can be secured freely. 
However, as cold weather conies on it 
is best to supply turkeys with corn and 
other feeds they will eat close to the 
barn and poultry quarters, so that they 
will roam as little as possible as the 
marketing period approaches. 
They 


will not bear confinement and forced 
feeding like other kinds of voulSry In 
very close confinement they will worry 
off more flesh and fat than they will 
put on, as a rule. 


With chickens, ducks and gooso it is 


economical to confine them closely and 
feed heavily a few days before mar- 
keting.

the country are again eating their mid- 
day meals from bos, basket, bag 01 
confectionery shop instead of from the 
family table under watchful parental 
eyes. 


Tho preparation of luncheons whlcli 


will (ill the needs of the child's body, 
does not mean the use of more expen- 
sive foods or the expenditure of great- 
er effort, the specialists paint out. In 
many cases both expense and work 
will bo lessened. 
What is needed fot 


the preparation of more satisfactory 
lunches is merely that parents and 
"big sisters," or whoever fills the lunch 
box, shall inform themselves of certain 
facts in regard to the choice and com- 
bination of foods. 
The need in many 


cases is for neither more nor less food, 
but for the representation of needed 
food groups. 
The necessary facts are 


set out plainly in Farmers' Bulletin 
712. 
"School Lunches." 


The following suggestions are among 


those made in the bulletin for well- 
balanced lunches to be carried to 
school:

Dr. Joseph E. Raycrott. director of 


the department of physical science at 
Princeton, predicts a year of unusual 
athletic activity among the army train- 
ing camps. He says: "There will be 
| more real and widespread athletic ac- 
tivity in .this country during the next 
twelve months than over before in our 
lifetime."

Doctor Raycroft is a member of the 


war department's commission on train- 
ing camp activities. 


"That the colleges have abandoned 


athletics is entirely a false notion tfiat 
has attained too general circulation 
and acceptance," says Doctor Raycroft. 
"The colleges have not and will not 
abandon athletics; what some of them 
did abandon was intercollegiate com- 
petition. 


"Take Princeton, for example. 
Of 


our student body of some 1,600 young 
men. 
nearly 800 promptly enlisted for 


war service and at once began training 
for it. It left them neither time nor 
opportunity to engage in competition 
with other college athletes, and we 
therefore made a virtue of necessity."

One cent on each 10-cent admission to 


theatres, movie*, eti-. Children nnder 12 
pay • total of one cent tax.

above that up to $1,000, the tax will be 
$1. It then advances 50 cents for each 
additional $500. 


Purchasers To Cancel Stamps. 


Postmasters have received instructions 


to bring to the attention of patrons the 
provisions of the war revenue act embo- 
died in the amended Postal Laws and 
regulations imposing a tax of 1 cent for 
each postage charge of 25 cents or frac- 
tional part of 25 centa on packages of 
fourth-class or parcel-post matter on which 
the postage amounts to not less than 25 
cents each. The war-revenue act makes 
no change in the postage rates applicable 
to such matter. The internal revenue 
stamps affixed to parcels in payment of 
the tax must be canceled by the sender 
placing, or causing to be placed, thereon 
his written or stamped initials, together 
with the date upon which the stamps are 
attached or uned. In no case, however, 
should the sender cancel postage stamps 
affixed to parcels; such stamps must be 
canceled only by postal employes. Postage 
stamps shall not be counted in payment 
of the tax, nor shall the internal-revenue 
stamps, in payments of the tax, be count- 
ed in payment of postage.

IT’S GREAT TO BE A CANNING CLUB GIRL 


Serbian campaigns to defend their lit­ 
tle country from tin* Teuton octopus. 
In the Serbian ranks 
wore many 
heroic women who dressed like the 
men and fought as unselfishly. 
Hut 
we are to tell about a little woman— 
a Scot—who exiled herself from her 
native hills of old Scotland to march 
i over hard frozen 
ground 
powdered 
with wind-driven snow on the hills of 
Serbia. 
H er claim to fame would very prob­ 
ably have never been differentiated 
from that of fnnny another woman 
trudging in tho Serbian ranks had 
she not been cast by fate into a mili­ 
tary hospital maintained by the Brit­ 
ish on that fro n t 
In the early winter that saw the 
beginning of the drives which pushed 
the 
Bulgaro-Gormans 
back 
to 
the 
mountain known as Hill No. 1212, this 
iittlo Scotchwoman was carted to the 
base hospital with her whole right 
side, from tho shoulder to the knee, a 
mass of torn ilosh and shattered bone. 
Miss Flora Sands—for that is the 
name of this intrepid Scotswoman— 
began working in Serbia as a Hod 
Cross nurse early in the war. 
Her 
sympathy became so aroused by the 
sufferings and heroism of the people 
that, when tho hospital units wore 
broken up during the great retreat of 
October and November, 1915, she so­ 
licited and obtained permission to en­ 
list as a private soldier in the roar 
guard that protected the retreating 
army. 
Before that army reached the 
Adriatic she had won promotion. 
Be­ 
come Sergeant Sands, she stood high 
in the regard of both 
ofllcers 
and 
men of the crack regiment to which 
she still belongs. 
On the Macedonian 
front she went through the whole of 
the arduous and successful campaign 
that began on September 12. 


let her relate in her own words: 
“We had boon 
err aching 
in 
our 
shallow pits for hours, waiting im­ 
patiently for the order to attack. 
At 
seven o’clock in tho morning the or­ 
der came. 
It was snowing and the 
snow lay on tho ground. 
I was out 
of my pit in half a second, and run­ 
ning as fast as my legs would move. 
I am always the first to leave cover. 
It is my duty as a ‘ non-commissioned 
ofllcer. 
But, unfortunately, I am not 
so nimble as most of my men. 
So it 
happens that 1 am generally among 
the last to reach an enemy trench. 
Well, I had nearly reached the brink 
of the Bulgarian trench in which our 
men were already at gi 
defenders. I was one of a sm airgroup 
of laggards—perhaps half a dozen— 
when a well aimed grenade fell in our 
midst. 
A couple of men besides my­ 
self were in the radius of its explo­ 
sion and fell wounded, but I seem lo 
have got most of the scatter.** 
So 
this Amazon 
tells 
her story. 
Simple it is and self-denying, for a 
number of her brother ofllcers have 
stories 
lo 
toll of the engagement 
which considerably elaborate upon her 
terse recital. 
In the military hospital of Onmp No. 
41 r.ho was the only p»iCh*nt of her 
sex. 
The camp had. accommodation 
for sixteen hundred sick or wounded, 
and there is a heavy percentage of 
women among the Serbian armies. 
A few days after her admittance 
into the hospital a royal aide do camp 
came to her bedside and, on behalf of 
tho prince regent of Serbia, pinned to 
her breast, with mucli ceremonial, the 
gold and silver cross of Kara-George— 
a rare badge that is given only for 
conspicuous bravery on the .field 
battle.

Craving Until Night Meal 


Foreign Municipalities 
And Governments Add to 
Revenue With Side Lines 


There are foreign municipalities as 
well as foreign governments that do 
not think it beneath them to add to 
their revenues by “a side line or two.” 
The city of Paris, for instance, in­ 
creases its revenues by a few francs 
each year in tho cultivation of a lit­ 
tle state orchard in the Luxemburg 
gardens, and the same municipality 
also takes its share of the receipts of 
the Eiffel Tower. 
A curious revenue accrues to the 
« 
city of Palermo, which makes commer­ 
cial use of its snows from the moun­ 
tains. 
The Sicilian snow is brought 
down at night in baskets and shipped 
to tbo neighboring towns, whore it Is 
sold for refrigerating purposes. 
The Greek government has a most 
profitable side line ¿n its monopoly in 
playing cards, from which it derives a 
haudsome income. 
The Russian government once un­ 
dertook, to its profit, a deal in Junk. 
It was just after the Crimean war, 
when for months old Jron, shot and 
shell were picked up around Sebasto­ 
pol. 
A regular trade in this junk 
sprang up, thousands of tons being 
sold. Finally it struck the government 
that the idea was such a good one 
that it would take a hand itself. 
It 
thereupon intervened between buyers 
nnd sellers, imposing a tax of ten 
cents per hundredweight. 
It was es­ 
timated that the imperial government 
profited in this way to the extent of 
$80,000.

The preparation of luncheons which 
will fill the no'ods of the child’s body, 
does not mean the use of more expen­ 
sive foods or tho expenditure of great­ 
er effort, tho specialists paint out. In 
many cases both expense and w’ork 
will be lessoned. 
W hat is needed for 
the preparation of more satisfactory 
lunches is merely that parents and 
“big sisters/’ or whoever fills the lunch 
box, shall inform themselves of certain 
facts in regard to the choice and com­ 
bination of foods. 
The need in many 
cases is for neither more nor less food, 
but for the representation of needed 
food groups. 
The necessary facts are 
set out plainly in Farm ers’ Bulletin 
712, “School Lunches.”

Tho time required to fatten chickens 
and other poultry for prime market 
finish depends largely upon what kinds 
of foods are given and the range of 
the bird« during the fattening period. 
If the birds are allowed to run at 
large and range freely the fattening' 
period is much longer, and in some 
cases with wide range tho birds will 
never become in prime market condi­ 
tion, no m atter how liberally fed. The 
reason for this is that the birds in 
walking and roaming over wide areas 
take too much exercise, and feed that 
under other conditions would go to 
form flesh and fat goes to furnish 
muscular energy, which is lost so far 
as fattening is concerned. 
In the case of turkeys, which are 
semiwikl birds, a limited range for the 
birds is necessary, especially in early 
and late fall, when insects, wild seeds, 
green clover and grasses are still to be 
secured. 
Turkeys will grow and take 
on llesh as long as these wild foods on 
the open range can be secured freely. 
However, as cold weather comes on it 
is best to supply turkeys with corn and 
other feeds they will eat close to tho 
barn and poultry quarters, so that they 
will roam as little as possible as the 
marketing period approaches. 
They 
will not bear confinement and forced 
feeding like other kinds of poultry. In 
very close confinement they will worry 
off more flesh and fat than they will ! 
put on, as a rule. 
With chickens, ducks and goose it is 
economical to confine them closely and 
feed heavily a few days before mar­ 
keting.

Country to See Greatest 
Athletic Activity During

Dr. Joseph E. Iiaycrort, director of 
the department of physical science at 
Princeton, predicts a year of unusual 
athletic activity among the army train­ 
ing camps.

gave notice that this'muet be stopped im- 
mediately or the persons will be arrested 
and turned over to the War Department 
for punishment.

Whftt War Tax Hits. 
One cent on each 10-cent admission to 
theatres, movies, ct<\ Children under 12 
pay a total of one cent tax. 
Eight per cent on passenger fares by 
rail and water, oxcept on trips costing 
less than 35 cents. 
Three per cent on freight chaises. 
Ton per cent for berthp, staterooms and 
seats on parlor cars or vessels. 
Ten per cent on club dues more than 
$12 annually. 
One cc nt on each 25 cent cliargo for 
parcel post. 
One cent on each 20 cent express pack 
age charge. 
Fiye cents on each telephone, telegram 
and radio message costing 15 cents or 
more. 
Eight cents for every $100 of life insur­ 
ance. 
Out of district letters carry three cents 
in stamps instead of two, aud postcards 
carry double stamps. 
Cigars are taxed $1 to $7 per thousand, 
and cigarettes, SO cents to SI 20 per 
thousand. 
The liquor, solt drink sporting goods, 
automobile, income, excess prolils and 
other taxes have been in effect for a 
month or more. 
After December 1 it is going to cost more 
to record deeds. 
It is explained that af« 
ter that date tho war tax will amount to 
50 cents on properties up to Sr>00, and 
above that up to $1,000, the tax will be 
$1. 
It then advances 50 cents for each 
additional $500. 


Purchasers To Cancel Stamps. 
Postmasters have received instructions 
to bring to the attention of patrons tho 
provisions of tho war revenue act embo­ 
died in the amended Postal Laws and 
reculations imposing a tax of 1 cent for 
each postage charge of 25 cents or frac* 
tional part of 25 cents on packages of 
fourth*class or parcel«post matter on which 
the postage amounts to not less than 25 
cents each. 
The war-revenue act makes 
no change in the postage rates applicable 
to such matter. 
The internal revenue 
stamps ailixed to parcels in payment of 
the tax must be canceled by the sender 
placing, or cansing to be placed, thereon 
his written or stamped initials, together 
with the date upon which the stamps are 
attached or used. 
In no case, however, 
should the sender cancel postage stamps 
affixed to parcels; such stamps must be 
canceled only by postal employes. Postage 
stamps shall not be counted in payment 
of the tax, nor shall the internal-revenue 
stamps, in payments of the tax, be count 
ed in payment of postage.
